2. Claims 1-14, 16-30, 32-46, and 48 are present for examination. Claims 15, 31, and 47 
have been canceled. 

3. The IDS (information disclosure statement) filed on January 25, 2002 have been received 
and folly considered by the Examiner. 

Drawings Objections 

4. The drawings of Figs. 2-4 are objected because of they are missing text labels. For 
example, text labels are required for rod component 202, axis 204, cylinder body 206, and 
preview 208 (see Fig. 2); step motor 302, front mounting face 304, planar face 306, and preview 
308 (see Fig. 3); bolt 402, circle 404, receiving unit 406, and preview 408 (see Fig. 4). 
Corrections are required. 

Examiner's Amendment 

5. An Examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Reasons for Allowance 

6. Examiner carefully considered claims 1,17, and 33 of the presented application. Claims 
17 and 33 are allowed for the same reasons applied to claim 1 except for system and readable 
medium instead of method claim. . 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the cited arts of record including Zuffante et al. (USPN: 6,219,049), Lambert et 
al. (USPN: 6,614,458), Harding et al. (USPN: 6,441,837), Bhargava et al. (USPN: 6,219,055), 
Bloomquist et al. (USPN: 6,480,813), nor Arsenault et al. (USPN: 6,512,519) discloses, 
suggests, nor teaches a method for positioning a graphical component in a computer 
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implemented drawing program comprising one or more second features, wherein each of the one 
or more second features has a constraint type , potential mates for the first component may be 
limited to a particular constraint type , and a different constraint type may be selected using a 
keyboard .
